1.  After  dark  on  12  Sep  62,  1 sma  driving  eaet  m Avenida  23,  Mnrlonno, 
Havana,  when  1 observed  and  counted  20  Soviet  trucks  towing  20  long 
trailers  going  west  on  Avenlda  23.  The  truck  convoy  vac  preceded  by 
a Jeep  containing  mllltlemen.  The  trucks  were  driven  by  Soviets  In 
civilian  fiothes  — short-sleeved  shirts  in  various  colors.

The  trailers,  the  longest  I have  ever  seen  in  Cuba,  were  tvo-axle, 
four-wheeled.  They  were  about  65  to  70  feet  in  length  and  about  cl&t 
feet  In  width . 

I believe  the  transport  trailers  were  carrying  large  missiles,  so  long 
that  the  tall  end  extended  over  the  end  of  the  trailer.  I would  guess 
that  the  missiles  were  a few  feet  longer  than  the  trailers.  The  missiles 
were  covered  with  void  <rd  canvas.  Proa  the  tall  end  of  the  missile  it 
looked  as  If  tho  bottom  and  two  sides  of  the  missile  had  a wooden  frame, 
and  the  entire  missile  was  canvas-covered.  It  looked  as  If  the  tall 
end  of  the  canvas  silhouetted  the  two  top  fins  of  the  four  fins  of  the 
missile.  The  top  of  the  canvas-covered  missile  was  taller  than  the  top 
of  the  truck  towing  It.
